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Music  reflects  the  character  of  the  people  who  compose  it,  people  of 
every  color,  religion,  race,  and  class.  From  all  the  world,  tor  over  three  hundred 
years,  songs  have  found  a  home  in  our  America,  uniting  the  endless  variety 
of  her  citizens.  It  is  in  the  songs  which  we  have  sung  and  enjoyed  during  the 
past  four  years  that  the  CLIPPER  has  found  its  theme  for  1947. 

Longfellow  once  referred  to  music  as  '"the  universal  language  of  mankind." 
The  children  whom  we  are  to  teach  will  come  from  every  conceivable  environment, 
at  a  time  when  the  world  is  assuredly  in  need  of  this  "universal  language".  They 
are  growing  up  in  a  world  which  demands  that  all  peoples  cooperate  or  perish. 

One  of  our  important  steps  toward  this  end  will  he  the  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  the  folk  songs,  hymns,  and  symphonies  which  each  nation  has 
added  to  the  earth's  community.  If  we  can  help  our  students  to  a  lasting 
understanding  of  these  countries,  they  will  hetter  discharge  their  duties  as 
American  citizens  in  preserving  the  American  way  of  life,  a  way  so  closely 
hound  up  with  music. 
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\\  c  are  living  in  the  bitter  aftermath  of  the  mosl  devastating  war  in  history. 
The  economic  structure  of  our  country  has  been  shaken  as  never  before.  National 
indebtedness  has  assumed  fantastic  proportions.  Soaring  prices,  exorbitant  taxes, 
housing  shortages,  and  labor  unrest  are  portentous  realities  which  cannot  be 
ignored.  Memories  of  the  great  depression  haunt  the  tycoons  of  Wall  Street, 
and  prophecies  of  disaster  are  heard  on  every  side. 

Yet,  in  this  welter  of  unsettlement  and  apprehension  there  are  many 
propitious  signs.  Not  the  least  of  these  is  a  belated  recognition  of  the  importance 
of  the  teaching  profession,  a  realization,  at  long  last,  that  the  spirit  of  America 
is  cradled  in  the  classroom  and  shaped  by  the  quality  of  instruction  to  which  our 
children  are  exposed. 

In  the  early  half  of  the  eighteenth  century  Alexander  Pope  wrote: 


(  )ne  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  by  the  truth  of  this  aphorism,  but  it  is 
a  sad  commentary  on  civilization  that  so  little  has  been  done  through  the 
years  to  implement  its  connotations.  Teachers  have  always  been  a  neglected, 
almost  a  disdained  group  in  the  body  politic.  They  have  been  lampooned  in  the 
press,  burlesqued  on  the  stage,  and  ridiculed  from  the  public  platform.  It  has 
been  considered  smart  to  deride  school  experiences  and  to  picture  the  pedagogue 
as  a  kind  of  glorified  buffoon.  This  attitude  has  been  reflected  in  shameful 
salary  schedules,  intolerable  working  conditions,  and  a  pitiless  indifference  to 
the  value  of  services  rendered.  Studies  show  that  many  unskilled  laborers  are 
more  generously  treated  than  the  instructors  of  our  youth.  We  say  glibly  that 
the  children  of  today  are  the  citizens  of  tomorrow,  vet  we  have  so  little  regard 
for  the  calibre  of  our  citizenship  that  we  sap  the  very  groundwork  upon  which 
that  citizenship  is  built.  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  fundamental  nobility  of  the  American 
teacher  that  such  practices  have  not  produced  a  condition  of  educational  chaos. 

War  is  hell,  as  Sherman  said,  but  this  war  was  an  expurgated  hell  if  it 
has  brought  the  teaching  profession  into  proper  perspective.  If  the  upgrading 
now  in  progress  is  to  become  a  permanent  part  of  future  school  administration, 
then,  to  this  extent  at  least,  blood  and  tears  shall  not  have  been  shed  in  vain. 

Music  is  the  motif  of  your  vearbook.  Music  suggests  harmony.  Harmony 
will  come  to  the  schools  of  the  nation  as  surely  as  current  trends  are  maintained. 
This  will  lead  inevitably  to  strengthened  morale  and  higher  classroom  standards. 
Ketter  salaries  make  for  better  teachers.  Better  teachers  make  for  better  citizens. 
Better  citizens  make  for  a  better  America  —  and  that  has  been  the  goal  of  every 
idealist  in  education  since  the  days  of  Horace  Mann.  It  is  all  so  simple  as  to 
be  axiomatic.  The  inexplicable  thing  is  that  it  has  taken  us  more  than  three 
hundred  years  to  bring  this  philosophy  to  fruition.

As  he  raised 
his  baton  and  led  his  musicians  through  the  opening  melody,  "Long  Ago.  and 
Far  Away",  he  did  not  anticipate  the  nostalgic  memories  thai  it  aroused  for  his 
audience,  memories  that  took  them  hack  to  their  years  at  S.  T.  G. 

1 ^43  -  1944 

'The  Class  of  '47  again  mounted  the  stairs  that  led  to  Chapel  Hall,  excited 
and  thrilled  at  the  prospect  oi  entering  college.  "Look  at  the  freshmen,"  a 
voice  sang  out.  "Wait  til  initiation  begins,"  another  was  heard  to  reply 
ominously.  Before  we  knew  it.  initiation  week  with  its  horrors  and  trepidations 
was  upon  us.  The  sophomores  turned  to  ogres,  and  we,  the  hunted  freshmen, 
scurried  about  in  a  vain  effort  to  save  ourselves.  Who  can  ever  forget  the  Initiation 
Banquet?  'That  chicken  pie  was  delectable,  but  we  could  not  wholly  appreciate 
it  because  of  what  was  to  follow  —  our  debut  before  the  college  in  those  hilarious 
skits  we  had  concocted,  and  the  fateful  hour  when  we  were  to  be  blindfolded  and 
led  to  our  doom  by  the  sophomores. 

At  last  we  were  a  part  oi  the  college  population  —  no  longer  were  we 
derided  and  bamboozled.  Our  reconciliation  with  the  sophomores  was  complete 
when  they  gave  us  a  party  in  the  gymnasium.  Remember  that  shy  group  of 
girls  who  squatted  Indian  style  on  the  floor  in  camaraderie  with  the  Sophs, 
rilling  the  air  with  laughter  and  those  verv  songs  we  hear  in  the  distance  —  "Let 
Me  Call  You  Sweetheart",  and  "When  Irish  Eyes  Are  Smiling",  as  well  as 
other  familiar  airs?  We  recall  Ann  Chase  entertaining  the  Sophs  and  us  with 
her  accordion  solos.  Her  yodelling  proved  that  the  cowboy  spirit  does  not 
necessitate  an  actual  ride  "out  where  the  cactus  blooms  and  the  coyotes  wail". 

Suddenly  we  were  in  the  midst  of  electing  our  class  officers.  Taking 
the  honors  were:  Ann  Chase,  President;  Irene  Berube,  Vice-President;  Clare 
Carrigan,  Treasurer;  Nancy  bowler.  Secretary. 

At  first  the  academic  portion  of  our  college  program  appeared  relatively 
easy,  but  before  long  we  were  mournfully  chanting  "(jetting  Nowhere  Fast". 
A  few  dejected  souls,  groping  for  a  last  straw,  hummed  "Tomorrow  Is  Another 
Day".  Heartily  agreeing  with  the  adage  "All  work  and  no  play  make  Jack  a 
dull  hoy",  we  immediately  commenced  our  search  for  diversion.  Most  of  us 
turned  to  the  W.  A.  A.  We  took  to  athletics.  Who  will  ever  forget  those 
fighting  Frosh  in  their  basketball  tilt  with  the  Sophomores?  The  skilled  shooting 
of  Terry  Considine  was,  without  a  doubt,  "The  Answer  to  a  Prayer". 

.After  two  glorious  weeks  of  Christmas  vacation,  we  returned  to  college 
to  resume  our  studies  and  focussed  our  attention  on  the  fast-approaching  mid-year 
examinations.  Beyond  them  we  could  see  the  W.  A.  A.  semi-formal  and  vaguely 
wondered  whether  or  not  circumstances  would  permit  us  to  secure  "That  man" 
for  this  all-important  affair.  We  felt  very  proud  of  Betty  O'Neill  and  Norma 
Noonan  when  they  were  chosen  attendants  to  the  Queen.  Although  we  enjoyed 
ourselves  tremendously  at  the  dance,  we  could  not  thrust  from  our  minds  the 
battlefields  of  the  world.  A  few  days  later,  many  of  us  visited  the  Red  Cross 
Blood  Bank  and  each  donated  a  pint  of  blood.  Then.  too.  the  Collegiate  Defense 
Committee  was  active  making  boxes  for  those  students  who  were  spending  the 
holiday  in  foxholes. 

One  of  Salem's  finest  lecture  programs  that  year  was  Dr.  I  Isieh's  fascinating 
talk  on  Chinese  customs,  language,  and  culture.    Many  of  us  tried  without  success 


to  copy  the  complicated  Chinese  characters  writing  which  Dr.  Hsieli  produced 
with  such  ease.  Mile.  Avant,  Fashion  Designer,  intrigued  us  with  her  "Snap  it 
on,  Snap  it  nil"  lecture  in  which  clothes,  particularly  For  college  girls,  were  the 
subject. 

I  ,aU'r  came  the  bustle  and  preparation  for  the  Freshman  Frolic.  Our 
attendance  proved  thai  the  acute  man  shortage,  prevalenl  in  the  spring  of  '44, 
had  no  disastrous  effect  on  the  success  of  our  dance.  Couples  frolicked  to  the 
rhythms  of  the  Virginia  Reel  and  the  Paul  Jones,  with  time  out  for  the  more 
romantic  numbers.  Then,  "In  the  Middle  of  May",  after  much  discussion,  we 
elected  our  class  officers.  Ann  Tzanetakos  became  President;  Martha  Cherson. 
Vice-President;  Rose  Carey,  Secretary;  Theresa  O'Toole,  Treasurer. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  JCC  show,  the  "Kl  Tropicana"  CLIPPER  dance, 
Bette  Tetreau's  monologue  at  Chapel,  the  Glee  Club's  WES.Y  Christmas  program, 
the  "Quiz  ot  Two  C  ities"  fiasco.  Miss  Klauder's  memorahle  plea  for  blood  donors, 
the  Valentine  Pops  Concert,  the  round  robins  to  absent  servicemen,  War  Stamp 
pledges,  the  disastrous  Tri-Mu  hayride,  the  mock  election  at  the  Training  School, 
the  departure  of  Perry  Purington  for  the  Army,  and  the  leaving  of  Thelma 
Dondero,  Ruth  Van  Dyke,  and  Hazel  Lorsen  for  other  colleges  and  universities. 

It  didn't  seem  possible,  hut  the  months  had  flown  by,  and  it  was  June 
with  finals.  Soon  we  knew  that  we  had  succeeded.  We  were  actually  Sophomores! 
Exchanging  wishes  for  a  pleasant  summer,  we  strolled  down  the  campus  walk 
with  "A  Song  In  Our  Hearts". 

1944-  1945 

The  new  college  year  found  us  very  conscious  of  our  new  estate.  We 
could  now  smile  knowingly  and  greet  each  incoming  freshman  with,  "I'm  Glad 
I  Waited  For  You".  It  was  our  chance  to  take  revenge  on  soneone  else  for 
the  tortures  we  were  once  forced  to  endure.  "Honorable  Sophomore"  was  our 
lofty  title. 

Some  weeks  later,  we  tackCd  our.  academic  studies  with  the  firm  resolution 
to  prove  that  we  could  come,  see,  and  conquer.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  did 
conquer  sooner  than  we  expected,  and  our  social  activities  were  very  promising 
indeed.  At  the  annual  semi-formal  Council  Dance,  the  events  of  the  evening 
reached  a  climax  when  Betty  O'Neill  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  four  "typical 
college  girls".  W  ho  will  ever  forget  the  friendliness  which  prevailed  everywhere 
on  that  memorahle  occasion,  Sports  Night,  when  the  Seniors  met  the  Sophs  for 
an  evening  of  sociable  competition?  Although  we  were  defeated  in  the  baskethall 
game,  our  only  question  was,  "Why  Does  It  Get  So  Pate  So  Early?"  Hardly 
had  this  tune  subsided  when  "Pet  It  Snow"  became  the  note  for  our  Winter 
Carnival  at  Happy  Valley  Country  Club  in  Lynn.  The  Queen,  Mary  Lou 
Hurley,  surrounded  by  her  court  was  a  picture  that  we  shall  always  remember. 
Still  another  noteworthy  event  —  the  W.  A.  A.  dance!  Remember  how  elated 
we  were  to  discover  that  Eileen  Madden  and  Irene  Welch  had  been  selected  as 
attendants  of  the  Queen?    Yes,  we  shall  recall  it  "Till  the  End  of  Time". 

Several  especially  good  lectures  were  those  of  Pitt  Parker,  the  cartoonist- 
philosopher.  Mrs.  Adele  Lee's  reviewing  of  many  current  hit  plays,  and  Mrs. 
Valentine  Van  Tassel's  illustrated  talk  on  the  Near  t  East.  Hiram  Woolf's 
lecture  on  "The  International  Spy"  attracted  much  attention,  while  the  Boston 
Singers  provided  an  excellent  musical  interlude. 

Standouts  that  year  were  the  visit  by  Essex  County  legislators,  "The 
Letter"  starring  the  Seniors.  Jackie  Cheney's  mammoth  birthday  party,  the  Red 
Cross  play,  the  "Polonaise  in  A  flat"  craze,  the  Choir's  wonderful  chapel  programs, 


-Lady  Frances",  the  War  Bond  Auction,  thai  incredible  Topsy-Turvy  Day,  and 
the  music  appreciation  programs  in  Chapel  llall 

As  we  turned  our  capes  at  the  Movc-Cp  exercises  on  Class  Day,  our 
introduction  as  upperclassmen  was  made,  and  tun  busy  years  were  behind  us. 
(  >ur  college  years  were  hall  over,  and  the  most  exciting  months  were  still  before  US. 

1945  .  i94r, 

Alter  a  summer  made  historic  by  \  -J  Day,  a  feeling  of  Iightheartedness 
typified  the  reopening  o!"  college.  Added  to  the  general  importance  of  being 
upperclassmcn  was  the  responsibility  of  introducing  "Small  Fry"  to  the  academic 
and  social  life  of  S.  T.  C.  Quite  naturally  the  Juniors  assumed  the  novel  roles  ot 
protectors  during  the  Initiation.  Mow  Strange  it  was  to  he  able  to  relax  and 
really  enjoy  the  chicken  pie  at  the  Initiation  Banquet  in  October  '45! 

The  first  of  tin-  newly  introduced  activity  periods  tor  class  groups  was 
spent  in  devising  financial  schemes  to  sponsor  the  Junior  Prom.  As  plans  were 
made  for  an  eventful  Junior  year,  the  helpful  suggestions  and  willing  support 
of  one  of  our  most  popular  classmates  was  sorely  missed,  lor  Rose  Carey, 
prominent  member  of  the  Junior  Highs,  had  died  in  July  after  a  long  illness. 

Early  in  October,  Chapel  llall  was  the  scene  of  "Beautiful  Ladies  in  Blue, 
Black,  Plaids,  and  Checks"  gracefully  displaying  the  latest  fashions.  Remember 
the  pedal-pushers,  and  those  knickers  shown  by  Mary  Lou  Hurley?  No  pro- 
fessional models  could  have  given  serious  competition  to  our  Junior  models, 
Betty  Butler,  Clare  Carrigan,  Ruth  Chamberlain.  Alfreda  Czerepak,  Mary  Lou 
Hurley,  Marie  Moriarty,  Norma  Noonan,  and  Shirley  Owens.  "Did  You  Ever 
See  A  Dream  Walking"  was  the  enthusiastic  comment  from  the  audience. 

Sports  highlights  of  the  year  were  a  hockey  game  with  Lowell  Teachers 
College  at  Lowell  and  basketball  games  at  which  we  in  turn  played  host.  The 
Juniors  were  well  represented  by  such  athletes  as  Irene  Berube,  Terry  Considine, 
Meredith  Drew,  Joan  Godfrey.  Eleanor  Macaulay,  Kay  McWade,  Betty  O'Neill, 
and  Terry  O'Toole.  "And  the  gym  is  ringing  with  our  class  cheers"  never 
meant  more  to  Salemites  than  during  those  games. 

The  gay  couples  attending  the  Council  Dance  early  in  December  found 
themselves  "W  alking  in  a  W  inter  Wonderland".  Drifting  snow  outside  did  not 
mar  the  celebration  of  Salem's  first  post-war  formal.  The  Grand  March  found 
Meredith  Drew,  Nancy  Fowler,  and  Betty  O'Neill  heading  the  ranks  of  out- 
standing Junior  officers  of  the  Cooperative  Council. 

After  midyears,  the  college  again  "left  its  worries  on  the  doorstep"  for 
the  W  .  A.  A.  Snow  Ball.  Not  one,  but  three  Juniors  took  honors  at  this  dance, 
lovely  Norma  Noonan  reigning  as  Queen,  with  Joan  Godfrey  and  Madeline 
Gillespie  as  attendants. 

"Miss  You  Since  You  Went  Away"  became  the  theme  song  for  the 
Elementary  and  Junior  High  Divisions,  for  half  their  members  started  second 
semester  in  the  Training  School.  Could  these  professionally-minded  Juniors 
really  be  the  once  carefree  collegians?  After  eight  weeks  the  remaining  Juniors 
of  the  two  divisions  departed  for  the  Training  School  hoping  to  continue  the 
favorable  impression  made  by  their  predecessors. 

Louis  J.  Alber's  lecture  on  Winston  Churchill  was  particularly  interesting 
while  other  outstanding  talks  were  Mrs.  Mahoney's  on  race  tolerance,  the  "Roads 
North"  lecture  on  Alaska.  Mr.  Collin's  illustrated  program  on  Mt.  Katahdin, 
and  the  foreign  affairs  discussion  by  Mr.  Max  din.    The  musical  presentations 


included  Miriam  Marmine  interpretative  dancer,  and  Kalman  N'ovak,  talented 
pianist. 

To  the  theme  of  Hoagv  Carmichael's  "Stardust",  tlie  Juniors  danced  away 
the  evening  at  the  Parker  House  Roof  mi  May  4,  PMn  the  Junior  Prom, 
climax  of  a  year's  plans  and  dreams.  (  )n  a  star-studded  throne  lovely  Jackie 
Cheney  personified  the  lines  "A  Pretty  Girl  Is  Like  A  Melody".  The  picture 
she  made,  surrounded  by  her  attractive  attendants  Mary  I -on  Hurley,  Jackie 
J  eyes,  Kay  MeWadc,  Norma  Xoonan,  Betty  O'Neill,  and  Jane  Peters  is  a 
lingering  and  pleasant  memory.  A  fitting  end  for  on,'  of  our  best  years  at  S.  T.  C. 
was  the  opinion  of  hard-working  class  officers,  Betty  Butler,  Eleanor  Macaulay, 
Mildred  Smallwood,  and  Assnnta  Vozzella. 

The  Junior  Highs  celebrated  the  engagement  and  marriage  of  Ruth  Cook 
with  a  shower  held  at  the  home  of  Irene  Welch.  Main-  members  of  the  other 
divisions  also  attended  and  helped  to  make  it  a  great  success.  It  was  the  following 
September  when  the  first  baby  of  the  Seniors  was  horn  to  the  Jack  Becks. 

1945-1946  was  the  year  of  Sue  \  ozzella's  oratorical  triumph,  "Shnhert 
Alley",  Howie  Shauffer's  tragic  death,  "Snnhonnet  Sue",  and  Erving  Toupence, 
Miss  Stone's  hilarious  chapel  program,  the  Camera  C  lub's  Mt.  Monadnock  outing, 
the  Junior  High's  trip  to  "Billion  Dollar  Baby",  the  craze  for  counting  convertibles, 
bicycles,  station  wagons,  and  red  heads,  Frannie  Shea's  election  as  Revere's 
councillor-at-large.  and  the  refresher  courses  for  veterans. 

FrOm  early  in  March  through  June,  elections  were  held  by  all  the  important 
organizations.  Since  the  Class  of  '47  was  approaching  its  seniority,  many  of 
its  members  took  over  the  piloting  of  college  organizations.  As  Meredith  Drew, 
Irene  Berube,  and  Irving  Toupence  were  elected  to  to])  positions  in  the  Cooperative 
Association,  the  W.  A.  A.  banquet  found  Terry  ( )'Toole  installed  as  presiding 
officer,  with  Eleanor  Macaulay.  Eileen  Madden,  and  Kathleen  McWade  to  assist 
in  carrying  out  the  W.  A.  A.  program. 

With  the  joyful  notes  of  "Everything's  Going  <  >ur  Way"  ringing  in  our 
ear,  we  caught  the  roses  thrown  by  the  departing  Seniors  and  set  out  for  our  last 
summer  as  undergraduates. 

1946-  1947 

The  lilting  music  of  "When  Johnny  Comes  Marching  Home  Again"  ushered 
back  the  veterans  returned  from  East  and  West  to  enrich  Salem  with  their 
world-wide  background.  We  were  grateful  for  their  information  about  foreign 
lands  and  peoples.  The  welcome  mat  was  indeed  spread  out  at  every  door  at 
S.  T.  C.  One  of  the  most  notable  contributions  of  the  ex-G.  I.'s  to  our  campus 
was  the  impetus  to  social  life  and  boost  to  female  morale.  "I'll  Walk  Alone" 
was  relegated  to  the  shadows  of  obscurity,  for  between  classes  and  at  lunch 
time  groups  of  veterans  and  girls  strolled  together  exchanging  news  of  home  and 
war  fronts.  Veterans  returning  to  the  Senior  class  were:  John  Folsom,  Nick 
Guidara,  John  ( )'Shea,  Saul  Slavit,  and  Christie  Zetes. 

The  Seniors  were  the  first  class  to  profit  from  this  influx  of  male  population. 
Early  in  the  fall,  the  CLIPPER  Dance  was  the  first  highlight  of  the  '46-'47 
season.  An  affair  usually  supported  chiefly  by  Seniors,  it  was  heartening  to 
receive  enthusiastic  backing  from  all  classes.  "Sailing,  Sailing  Over  the  Bounding 
Main"  went  this  first  venture  of  the  CLIPPER,  bringing  in  a  good  profit. 

Another  welcome  addition  made  possible  by  the  returned  veterans  was  the 
basketball  games  with  other  State  Teachers  Colleges.  Such  interest  was  awakened 
that  a  Boosters  Club  was  formed  to  promote  all  sports  for  men  at  Salem, 


including  football.  The  Class  of  '47  looks  forward  to  witnessing  some  Salem, 
sportsmanship  on  the  gridiron  as  alumni. 

Midwinter  social  activities  featured  the  Council  Dance  and  the  W.  A.  A. 
Rose  Hull.  Lovely  Joan  Godfrey  took  bop  honors  amid  "Moonlight  and  Roses" 
at  the  latter  dunce. 

Three  topics  oi  conversation  held  forth  after  our  return  from  our  Christmas 
vacation.  One  wus  the  engagement  of  Xancv  howler  and  'Terry  Murphy  who 
hud  decided  that  "I'll  He  With  You  In  Apple  Blossom  Time"  would  be  a  better 
theme  song  than  "School  Days".  Another  surprise  came  in  February  when  Betty 
Tetreau  announced  her  intention  of  receiving  her  decree  as  Hetty  Tetreau  Murphy. 
Not  quite  so  romantic  hut  equally  intriguing  were  the  discussions  among  Com- 
mercial Seniors  of  forthcoming  practice  teaching.  To  veteran  Junior  Highs  and 
Llementaries  this  was  just  "old  stuff",  but  on  the  last  day  before  Commercials 
left  to  assume  the  roles  of  teachers,  the  rest  of  the  class  was  on  hand  to  wish  them 
"Hon  Voyage". 

Just  being  Seniors  and  planning  for  a  perfect  ending  occupied  the  remaining 
months.  Lectures  which  were  particularly  enjoyable  were  those  of  Dr.  Guy 
Armitage  and  his  portrayal  of  familiar  Dickens  characters,  Mr.  Whitney's  and 
Mr.  Wood's  art,  poetry,  and  music  appreciation  program,  and  Dr.  Mahoney's 
inspiring  talk  on  civic  education.  Junior  Highs  in  the  Shakespeare  course  found 
Laurence  Olivier 's  Henry  V  a  rewarding  experience,  while  members  who  had 
trained  during  the  second  quarter  recalled  the  Repertory  Theater's  Henry  VIII 
as  their  interesting-  field  trip.  The  entire  class  later  saw  Maurice  Evans'  Hamlet 
to  top  off  their  course. 

As  always,  we  were  noted  for  our  originality,  so  the  Class  of  '47  did  its 
final  "Dancing  In  The  Dark"  at  a  dinner-dance.
